Senator 
Coppinger ig United States Consul at 
oronto, Canada; Representative John- 
E is a receiver of a bank at James- 
town, N. D.; Senator O' Conor is 
u receiver of a national bank at San Diego, 
Cal., and a Democratic member of the House 
is way up in the State of Washington. Every 
one of these men will find it convenient to be 
in the State of Illinois about June 10 and they 
will remain here for some weeks thereafter.

He vigorously arraigned the Democratic 
party for inducing the Poles, under promise 
of reward, to vote for and elect Altgeld, then 
go back on their promises. A number of the 
audience shouted that it was about time for 
them to go back on. the Democratic party.

RIOTOUS LONGSHOREMEN ARE ROUTED. 


Policemen Drive Off Invaders of the West- 
ern Transit Company's Freight House. 
One hundred striking longshoremen, some 

of them armed with revolvers, coupling pins, 

and clubs, marched to the freight house of 
the Western Transit cumpany, at Rush and 

Michigan streets, at 10 o’clock last night and 

ordered the men engaged in loading steamers 

at the dock, and who are working under the 
direction of O’Connor & Co. of Buffalo, to 
quit work. One of the intruders who acted as 
spokesman was struck on the head with 
a club by one of the men at work, and this 
assault almost provoked ariot. Several shots 
were fired, bricks were thrown, and clubs 
were used. Joe Williams received a bullet 
wound in the left ear and a man named Fur. 
ling was hit on the head with a brick. As soon 


as the stevedore who was at work struck 


the leader of the invaders the men in the 
street madea rush forthe main entrance, 
Officérs Flannagan and Claus stood at the 
door with drawn revolvers and kept the crowd 
back until a patrol wagon load of officers 
came from the East Chicago Avenue Station. 
The policemen used their clubs freely and 
chased the crowd on Michigan street to Rush 
and on Rush street across the bridge to the 


South Side. The officers were reinforced by 
‘eight or ten policemen in the district, and in 


fifteen minutes there was nota rioterin the 


vicinity. The loading of the boats was re- 
sumed without further interference. This con- 
flict is the first that has occurred since the

TANGLED IN LITIGATION.

Veronica, the Comely Selicitor, Censults 
‘with the Attorney-General About 
Bringing an Information Against the 
Mother Superior of St. Mary’s Regard- 
ing the Title to $500,000 Worth of 


Property=How the Trouble Began— 
Alleged Exco Denial. 


Attorney-General Moloney’ 8 assistant, Mr. 
Scofield. was in consultation all yesterday 
afternoon, by the direction of the Attorney- 
General, with Sister Veronica, a recalcitrant 
member of the Catholic community of the 
Servite Sisters, who have a convent and con- 
duct St, Mary’s Seminary at West Van Buren 
street and Albany avenue. The object of the 
consultation was the preparation of an infor- 
mation against the reverend Mother Superior 
of the institution, involving the title to 5500, 
000 worth of real estate, and bringing in inei- 
dentally the name and authority of Arch- 
bishop Fechaa. 

The Attorney-General is aware this exercise 
of his official functions is practically without 
precedent. But he said to a reporter for Tuz 
Trisunz he had no doubt of his powers in

the case. His right, he said, was a common 
law right and had been well settled oy the 
courts. In a decision rendered by the Appel- 
late Court, and affirmed by the Supreme 
Court, it had been held that the reform of 
abuses in connection with trusts, especially 
charities, was a branch of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s duties. He was not ready to say he 
would file an information in the case, but it 
is intimated he may today or tomorrow. 

Sister Veronica also told her story to a re- 
porter for Tun Trirpunsz. She said the Mother 
Superior, whose secular name was Elizabeth 
Cooling and whose religious name was Sister 
Frances, came to Chicago fifteen years ago 
with Sister Stephanie and Sister Cecelia to 
establish a convent of the order. Sister 
Veronica says she was a Chicago girl by 
the name of Maggie Murphy and became one 
of the first accessions to the community, Be- 
ing of good appearance and winning manners 
she was selected to solicit subscriptions of 
money and material with which to secure 
land and a building for a convent and also a 
home and a school for orphan girls. She says 
she was remarkably successful, and with the 
funds she raised the vaiuable property of the 
community was bought. 

This property includes five blocks of land, 
extending two blocks west and two and a half 
blocks south from the acuthwest . corner of

seminary and numerous smaller buildings 
devoted to an industrial school for girls. The 
property is supposed to be worth at the pres- 
ent time considerably over $500,000. 

Prof. McDonald Appears. 

Sister Veronica says the existing troubles in 
the community arose three years ago. and in 
two ways. In the first place the sister who 
taught music died and the Mother Superior 
appointed a man in her place, This man was 
a Prof. McDonald. He has remained in the 
position ever since. She says he was given 
privileges in the house which the Archbishop 
himself could not ask. When the Mother So- 
perior learned of Sister Verotiita’s disappro- 
bation of this state of things she resented it, 
Sister Veronica says, by dismissing from the 
institution seven young women who for years 
had been under Sister Veronica’s instruction 
as novitiates, having previously exacted their 
signatues to a document relinquishing all 
claims to the convent property. 

This step led to another kind of trouble. 
Sister Veronica went with her complaints to 
Archbishop Feehan, who immediately paid 
an official visit tothe convent. The Arch- 
bishop, it is said, discovered at once, what he 
never knew before, that this large and valu- 
able piece of property was legally vested not 
in the church, nor in the Servite Sisters, nor 
even in Mother Superior Francis as such, but 
in Elizabeth Cooling. He, therefore, the 
story goes, immediately made a demand on 
the Mother Superior to convey the property 
to The Servite Sisters of Mary,“ so that in 
case ot her death the Mother Superior, who- 
evershe might be, would hold it, and not 
Elizabeth Cooiing’s heirs. Mother Superior 
Frances, it is said, agreed to this, and the 
Arenbishop withdrew. 

But as soon as the Archbishop was gone, 
says Sister Veronica, the Mother Superior 
raised the standard of rebellion. She got the 
sisters around her, informed them, it is said, 
the Archbishop was trying to get the property 
into his own hands, and got the promise of 
them all to support her in resisting his at- 
tempt. Then the Archbishop came again in 
a different mood. He demanded the convey- 
ante of the property, as before, and the dis- 
missal of Prof, McDonald on pains of ex- 
communication in case of refusal. The 
Mother Superior refused to do either, and the 
Archbishop then, it is alleged, privately ex- 
communicated the whole community. 


Convent of Her Own. 

Immediately afterward Sister Veronica left 
the establishment. Soon afterward she was 
joined by Sister Johanna and the two found 
three other sisters and opened a convent of 
their own at No. 170 Warren avenue, where 
they are yet, engaged in the work of caring 
for orphan girls. Sister Veronica, when she 
withdrew, also began suit against tne Mother 
Superior for 825.000 for fifteen years’ sé?vice. 
She and the other sisters banded together for a 
legai fight on the West Van Buren street prop- 
erty, and the alleged abuses of the convent. 
Their attorneys in the lawsuit were Duncan 
& Gilbert, who, when the chancery suit was 
contemplated, steered them over to Mr. 
Moloney, as all three of the attorneys are 
from Ottawa. This is how Mr. Scofield came 
to be engaged two days with Sister Veronica, 
taking notes and preparing to launch this 
novel piece of litigation. 

A reporter for Tue Turners galled on the 
Rev. Mother Superior Mary Frances at the 
convent yesterday and asked for her side of 
the story, which she gave without reserve. 

I dislike to condescend,” she said, to no- 
tice the stories told by Maggie Murphy, but 
as you urge me I will just tell you that there 
is hardly one word of truth in all she has 
said. 1 was born in County Wick- 
low, Ireland, became a Servite Sister 
in England before I came to this 
country, immigrated to America seventeen 
or eighteen years ago, and went direct to the 
convent at Manesseh, Wis. In 1877 I and 
Sister Gertrude, Sister Cecelia, and Sister 
Francisco, now dead, came to Chicago. I

The attorneys of the Mother Superior are 
Smoot & Eyer. Toa reporter for Tun Txis- 
unz.Mr. Eyer said last night: Tbe Mother 
Superior paid her own money for this con- 
vent property and it belongs to her. But in 
February, 1890, Archbishop Feehan went tu 
see her and demanded that she should trans- 
ter it to him as trustee. The Mother Su- 
perior, backed by all the sisters, refused to 
do this, and the result was the Arch- 
bishop said: Lou are all exeem:nu- 
nicated,’ and withdrew. Sister Veronica 
left the convent the following fall on account 
of a dispute over the disposition of some 
money she had collected, and soon afterwards 
brought her suit for $25,000 for wages. This 
was nonsuited once, but reinstated by con- 
sent of the defendant, and will be tried ina 
few days before Judge Adams, if Sister Veron- 
ica does not fail to be on hand as she did 
before.“ 


COLUMBIA MAKES TWENTY-FOUR KNOTS. 


Beats Cramp’s Trial and Runs as Steadily 
as a Clock.

COREANS MURDER THEIR GOVERNOR, 


Three Thousand of Them Engage fm a 
Bloody Riot. 

Vancouver, B. C., May 22,—[Special.]—

India state that at Tsing-la-tae 8,000 Coreans, 
dissatisfied with the government, assailed the 
government quarters, wrecked the buildings, 
and murdered the governor and forty 
clerks belonging to various departments. 
The rioters then invaded the Town of Seoul, 
where they were met by 1,000 Chinese sol- 
diers and checked after 100 of their number 
had been killea. The exact amount paid by 
the King of Corea for the eder of Kim has 
been ascertained to be 2,000 yen. Kim's 
body was buried on the 288th without the head, 
which had been stolen by friends, who will 
give it a separate grand funeral, with the 
honors usually bestowed on a dead martyr.

May 22.—[Special.}—John 
Van Nemen is serving a life sentence in the 
penitentiary at Jackson, Mich., 
mg John Crow near Big Rapids, Mich., in 
1886. John Crow, aliveand robust, left here 
this morning to secure Van Nemen’s release. 
Before he left he told this strange story of the 
law’s mistake: |

the public I was murdered nine years ago 
this month near Big Rapids, Mich., and now

days ago when I read an articlein a Detroit 
paper about an attempt being made to secure 
the pardor of a John Van Nemen, who is in 
the penitentiary on the charge of murdering 
me. 

„May 28, 1885, I left my home at Van 
Wert. O., and started for the Michigan lum- 
ber camps, where I thought I could get work. 
My brother-in-law. John Van Nemen, who 
had come from Mecosta County, Mich., a 
short time before, decided to go with me. 
He went as far as Big Rapids, Mich, We ran 
out of money. Let 1 tried to persuade my 
brother-in-law to go on with me. He decided, 
however, to return to Van Wert to get his 
family and go to Iowa. I continued my 
journey, leaving John in Big Rapids, I went 
to Northern Michigan, crossed over into Can- 
ada, and finding I did not like living there 
vent to eee where I staid in St. Paul 
re working at different trades, I then

— I remained in the Fase last 
summer, when I came to the World's Fair. 
I lived in Chicago until about six months 
ago and have lived since then in Terre Haute, 
Ind. I came to Muncie May 13, and last 
Wednesday, while at my boarding-house, I 
read the article I mentioned. The paper fur- 
ther said the skeleton of a man had been 
found near Big Rapids, Mich., alongside the 
Chicago and West Michigan railway, the same 
road I left on from Big Rapids, and when it 
was learned that I was missing the authorities 
supposed it was my skeleton. It was found 
in July, 1886, about ten days after I was 
there. It was known that John Van Nemen 
left Van Wert with me and he was accused of 
the murder. He had gone to lowa and was 
taken to Mecosta County, Mich., where he 
was tried and found guilty in the following 
October. The Judge sentenced him to life 
imprisonment in the State Prison at hard 
labor, and I suppose he is still there, although 
an innocent man. 

Jackson, Mich., May 22.—[Special.}—John 
Van Nemen is still alive in prison here serv- 
ing his life sentence for murdering his 
brother-in-law. John Crow. Attorney D. F. 
Glidden, who defended him, is now in Detroit 
and is endeavoring to secure a new trial for 
Van Nemen on the ground that Crow is still 
alive and bas been lately seen in Indiana. 
Authorities here have heard nothing of Crow 
since the murder. 

Bia Rapips, Mich., May 22.-—[Special.|— 
The crime for which John Van Nemen was 
tried and sent to Jackson for life in 1886 was 
the murder of John Crow, July 8, 1885. The 
remains of a man were found a short distance 
from the city by a party of fishermen and 
from its appearance had been there some 
time. The skull was crushed in and 
other evidences showed he. had been 
murdered. The Coroner’s jury did not estab- 
lish the identity of the victim or find any evi- 
dence pointing to the murderer. Inquiry 
from a small town in Ohio came to the Sheriff 
here about John Crow, who had last been 
heard from at Big Rapids and from the de- 
scription of the man and clothing he was sup- 
posed to have worn the Sheriff felt 
justified in believing that the murdered man 
was the missing Crow. He-visited his home 
in Ohio and the clothes found on the mur- 
dered man were identified by his father and 
mother as the clothes Crow had worn when he 
left home. Van Nemen was found out in

cuss the Pitrsburg Action. 


_ | A-eobference of Obte coal operators will 
begin in Columbus this morn A report 
of a similar conference of lvania 


operators, held at Pittsburg Monday, will be 


handed in. The conference is regarded as 
important, but no one attempted to predict 
what effect its results might have on the gen- 
eral strike situation. The, operators in the 
Western States particularly insist they ought 
to settle their difficulties alone. A leading 


‘operator from Ohio who was in town yester- 


day said if the Miners’ Union would recede 


from ita demand for a settlement Which 


should take in every State the Ohio opera- 
tors could settle the troubles with 
their own men in ten minutes. 
Indiana and Illinois operators also resent the 
idea that their local difficulties must not be 
adjusted until all others are settled. Indiana 


coal operators will probably issue an invita- 


tion to Illinois operators to meet them and 
discuss measures for their mutual interest. 
At a meeting of operators of the Brazil dis. 
trict held in this ¢ity yesterday this course 
was. practically decided on. Those present 
agreed that the differences between them- 
selves and their men should be settled without 
outside help and without reference to strike 
troubles in the East. Some of the operators 
expressed themselves in favor of adopting 
measures of active resistance to the strike by 
opening their mines with non-union men, 
and other measures will be discussed at 
another meeting to be held tomorrow. 

An attempt was made to arrange a confer- 
ence between the operators in Northern and 
Southern Illinois, the object being to secure 
an adjustment of the differences between the 
two. The operators in the Pana, Springfield, 
and Danville districts pay their miners 80 
much less than the Northern producers paid 
their men prior to the abandonment of work 
that the Southern Illinois operators are en- 
abled to land coal in Chicago at a figure be- 
low the quotations made for the north- 
ern coal, conference, however, it 
is said, will not take place. The north- 
ern operators reached that conclusion 
yesterday. Their position is that they should 
act independently. of the producers in the 
southern part of the State. Their men, they 
say, struck out of sympathy with tne miners 
of Ohio and Pennsylvania, and not because 
of any wage grievance, Before they return 
to the shafts, the operators say. the miners 
must agree to a reduction of wages which 
will place the Northern production on a price 
equality with the Southern coal. They will 
be asked to accept a reduction of 1244 cents, 
The cut, it is asserted, will not be made in 
consequence of the strike, but as a natural 
effect of the Southern competition, If the 


proposition is not accepted the owners say the 


mines will remain idle. The Northern men 
will stand tirm in their position and will not 
attend any conferences in relation to the 
strike in the East. 

There was a vonference of Western coal op- 
erators at the Leland. Among those present 
were; ©, S. Crysler of Kansas City, Alex 0. 
Smith of Burlington, la.; L. J. Loomis, 
Bevier, Mo.; and W. H. Loomis of Hannibal. 
“There is nothing of importance thus far 
in our meetmg.“ said L. J. Loomis.

There are no stocks on hand in the Missouri 
region and consumers are practically at face 
with a famine.”

After it was published they sent it to 
me and I told them they had been imposed 
upon, They made a careful investigation 
and finally published a retraction. 
The letter mentioned in the charges is one I 
wrote to Capt. Hedberg Oct. 3, denouncing 
his cowardice in having assaulted me witha 
pistol at a time when I was unarmed. This 
occurred a short time before. He was armed 
and I was unarmed, and he made a movement 
to use his weapon upon me.) 

A court of the character of this one may, if 
the presiding officer thinks best, shut out spec- 
tators, but the uniform practice has been to 
have the proceedings public, This will doubt- 
less be the rule in this case.

LA OROSSE AGENTS NOT PLEASED 
WITH THE RECENT ADVANCE. 


They Send a Circular to Managers, Ex- 
pressing Their Dissatisfaction and Ask- 
ing Why the Advance in Rates Is Made 
Their Arguments Why They Think 
the Raise UnfaireOld Charter Com- 
panies Terminated=Backing of Lioyd’s 
Assoclatlons- General Insurance News, 


The insurance men of La Crosse, Wis., 
have sent a circular to managers expressing 
their dissatisfaction with the recent advance 
of rates and asking the grounds upon which 
the advance is defensible. They ask the com- 
panies to name the municipal measures and 
changes in State legislation which will tend 
to lower board rates in their city. In com- 
menting on the circular yesterday a promi- 
nent manager admitted it is easier to ask 
such questions than to furnish answers which 
are altogether satisfactory. 

Last year was a good year for Wiscon- 
sin.“ he said, but preceding years have been 
bad, For example, the years 1890, 1891, 
and 1892 were unprofitable to companies 
operating in Wisconsin. The loss to compa- 
nies, after providing for increased reinsur- 
ance liability, was something over $300,000 
for the three years. A city may have no seri- 
ous fires for a number of years, while a neigh- 
boring town maj have fire after fire. Then 
the experience will be reversed and the city 
which has been exempt from fire loss will 
have fires without limit. It is the general

BACKING OF LLOYUS ASSOCIATIONS, 


The People Who Lend Their Names to In- 
surance Schemes Not All Millionaires. 
In view of the active campaign for business 

being carried on by the Lioyds ”’ associa- 

tions the analysis of the financial standing of 

a number of the most prominent New York 

Lloyds by an Eastern journal is timely. It is 

a stock boast of the representatives of these 

inatitutions that the underwriters composing 

them are all rich men, and the general state- 
ment is made that every policy is backed by 

„ millions.“ The analysis in question is 

simply a showing of the financial standing of 

the various underwriters in New York Lloyds 
institutions as given in the commercial 
agencies, 

The Manufacturers’ Lloyds is given with 
twenty-one underwriters. Of these two are 
reported as good for $125,000 to $200,000 
each; two, as good for $200,000 to $300,000 
each ; one, as good for $500,000 to $750,000 ; 
and not a single one of the remaining sixteen 
is reported at all. 

The underwriters at American Lloyds with 
fifty members is handled us follows: Of 
these fifty gentlemen and underwriters, two 
are rated as good for from $300,000 to 
$500,000; one as good for from $200,000 
to $300,000; one as good for from $75,000 
to $125,000; one, as good for less than 
$1,000; and forty-five are not rated at all. 
Still, the five rated and the forty-five unrated 
gentlemen and underwriters will boldly issue 
you a policy upon a single risk for $100,000!” 

Of the twenty underwriters in the South and 
North American Lloyds, one is rated as good 
for $750,000 to $1,000,000; and of the re- 
muining nineteen no mention is made. 

‘Two of the nineteen members of the Equit- 
able Fire Lloyds are rated as good for $200,- 
000 to $300,000 each; two tor $75,000 to 
$125,000 each; one for $500,000 to 8750. 
000; one for over a miilion’’; and of the 
other thirteen nothing whatever is said. 

In the members of the Merchants’ Fire 
Lloyds the range is quite broad, One is 
counted g for $20,000 to $40,000; one 
for $125,000 to $200,000; four for 8300, 
000 to $500,000 each; three for $500,000 
to $750,000 each; and one for $1,000 to 
$2,000. Respecting the other ten the reports 
give no information. 

Of the fourteen members composing the 
insurers’ alliance one is rated as good for 
540,000 to $75.000, one for $20,000 to 
$40,000, and one for $5,000 to $10,000. 
The other eleven are unmentioned by the 
commercial agencies, 

The Assurance Lloyds will write $25,000 
ona single risk and is composed of tifty-five 
members. One of them is quoted as good for 
$75,000 to $125,000, three for $300,000 to 
$500,000 ; while the wealth of each and every 
of the fifty-one others is left by the reports 
wholly to conjecture. 

Of the ten membersin the Citizens’ Fire 
Lloyds one appears to be good for $100,000 
to $150,000, another for $150.000 to 56200, 
000, another for $400,000 to $500,000. 

Of twenty-one members of the Mercuntlle 
Lloyds one is quoted as good for $75,000 to 
$125,000, one for $3,000 to $5,000, and 
nothing is said as tothe remaining nineteen. 
About the same showing is made for the Com- 
mercial Lloyds. 

Of fifteen members of the Mutual Lloyds 
three are given a place in the reports. One 
of these three is quoted at $300,000 to 
$500,000, one at $5,000 to $10,000, one at 
less than 51,000.“ Of the other twelve 
nothing is said. 

Five members of the New York Central 
Lloyds are estimated at 575.000 to $125, 
000, one at $10,000 to $20,000, and the 
remaining twenty-four have no rating. 

Of the fifteen underwriters in the Under- 
writers at the Lloyds of New York City one 
is quoted in the books at $200,000 to 6300, 
000, one at $20,000 to $40,000, and one at 
$10,000 to $20,000. 

Two of the twenty underwriters in the Met- 
ropolitan Lloyds of New York City have a 
rating of $300,000 to $500,000 each. Not 
one of the other eighteen has any rating at all. 

In the Isthmus Lloyds twoof the fifteen 
underwriters havea rating of $200,000 to 
$300.000 each; one, of $75,000 to $125,000; 
one, of $5,000 to $10,000. In regard to the 
other twelve there 1s no report. 

Six of the eleven members of the New York 
Fire Lloyds have no rating.

ELI PERKINS ON FREE COINAGE, 


Experience of China and Mexico—Uncle 
Sam Can Take Care of His Own Silver, 
but Not of the World's. 

Los Angeles Times: Eli Perkins is a dou- 
ble-barrel writer. Besides writing wit and 
satire, says the Cleveland Leader, this man 
Melville D. Landon writes the most widely 
copféd articles on tariff and finances that ap- 
pear in the American Economist. He writes 
on the most abstruse philosophical subjects, 
but in a manner so plain and simple that a 
echoolboy*can understand them. 

Yesterday at the Westminster a Times re- 
porter drew out Mr. Landon on the question 
of free silver and free coinage, 

„Ves.“ he said, “I’ve studied the silver 
question all over the world, I examined it in 
Mexico two weeks ago. I saw free coinage in 
China and India a year ago.“ 

How was it in China? asked the report- 


r. 

Why, they have it there the same as the 
Aztecs had it in Mexico when Cortez arrived 
there, and have had it for thousands of years. 
Any man who has a dollar’s worth of silver 
in China can coin it into a Mexican dollar or 
a tuel piece, A taelisa lump of silver about 
the shape of a baby’s shoe, It contains six 
Mexican dollars.”’ 

What are they worth there!“ 

When [held out a Mexican dollar to a 
Chinese banker in Shanghai he said, Him 
worth 50 cents—no more. 

But what is an American silver dollar 
worth?’ I asked, 

„, him worth a dolla in gold, I send him 
to Flisco and get gold for him. Big nation 
behind him. No nation behind tael piece. 
Mexican dolla and roupee no goodee.’ 

The fact is,“ said Eli, they have lost 
half their wealth in China and India by free 
coinage. The rupee, once worth 40 cents, is 
now worth 20. A Chinaman or Indian once 
worth $100,000 is now worth $50,000, and 
there are 1,200,000,000 poor people on this 
globe out of 1,400,000,000 who are driven 
to poverty and despair by free coinage. En- 
gland has put gold under her own silver, and 
so has France and Germany, but Eagland will 
not stand by the free coin made by the 
Indians.“ 

Lou find it better in America, do you!?“ 

should say so! When I got back to 
America I found a good government had put 
a gold dollar under every American dollar 
and greenback. They were worth par in gold 
here, as they were at the banks of Hongkong 
and Shanghai, which have branches in London, 
New York, Calcutta, and Bangkok. Not an 
American had lost a cent. 

But now,“ continued Eli, ** lam surprised 
to see many thoughtless people here askin 
for this ame free coinage that has ruin 
every half-civilized nation in the world. Yes, 
asking for more than free coinage. They are 
asking that our government shall puta gold 
dollar under every piece of silver as big as a 
Mexican dollar. They are asking our 70, 
000,000 people to try to double the value of 
the silver owned by 1,200,000,000 people— 
make their 50-cent pieces worth a dollar, too! 
Why, it would bankrupt us in twenty minutes, 
Our $100,000,000 surplus in gold would go 
in a week,”’ 

How would it go?“ 

„Why, I was down in Chihuahua, in Mexi- 
co, two weeks ago—just south of El Paso. 
The Mexican dollar was worth 48 cents and 
our dollar was passing for 100 cents in gold. 
When I asked the Mexican banker how free 
coinage in the United States would suit him 
he said: 

Suit me very well. We get rich quick. I 
melt up thousand Mexican dollars. I take 
"em to United States mint. 1 get thousand 
dollars nette gold under them. bri this 
thousand silver-gold doilar back to A 
I buy 2,000 Mexican 50-cent dollars. I take 
them back to United States and get gold un- 
der them, and then when I get back I buy 
4,000 Mexican dollars. England and China 
do the same with her silver. America soon 
have no gold.’ 

The old Mexican was right,“ said Eli. 
Our 70,000,000 people can’t wag the whole 
world on silver. The tail can’t wag the dog. 
We have done all we can. Even a monetary 
congress, composed of England, France, Ger- 
many, Russia, and the United States, will 
have all they can do to hoist 3714 grains of 
silver to the value of the gold in a dollar, 
unless they redeem the silver coin with gold, 
if they undertake the experiment of free coin- 
age of silver on the old ratio of 16 to 1 or 
15% to 1.“

Fight Against Granting Funds for Sup- 
port of Catholic Schools. 

Wasutnaton, D., C., May 22.—A campaign 
is being waged by a society called the Na- 
tional League for the Protection of American 
Industries against items in the Indian appro- 
priation bill providing for the support of 
parochial schools. The society is largely an 
ecclesiastical organization. The Rev. Will.

withdrawn their applications for funds. The 
whole amount asked for this year is said to be 
nearly $400,000, to be distributed among 
forty-five Roman Catholic schools. Included 
in items which Congressmen are asked to op- 
pose are St. John’s, Collegeville, Minn., $10,- 
000; St. Benedict’s, Sterns County, Minn., 
$10,000; St. Paul’s, Clontarf, Minn., $10,- 
000; and St. Joseph's, Rensselaer, Ind., 
$8,330.

The Alleged Briber Disappoints the Sen- 
atorial Investigators, 

Wasuinaton, D. C., May 22.—C. W. Buttz 
was not on hand when the investigating com- 
mittee met today. Instead he sent his attor- 
ney, asking to be excused from attendance 
for the present. On being questioned by the 
committee as to Buttz’s reason for his 
conduct, Attorney McGowan stated his 
chent was engaged in making a search 
for witness who could corroborate 
his statements angl throw light 
upon the question at issue.

PULLMAN COMPANY PROPOSES TO WAIT,

Vice-President Wickes Says the Strike 


Problem Can Solve Itself. 

„We are satisfied with the situation at Pull- 
man,“ said Vice-President Wickes of the 
Pullman Palace Car company yesterday 
evening, and propose to let the problem work 
itself out, The shops are closed and we pro- 
pose to keep them closed until we get ready 
to open them. That report in an afternéon 
paper to the effect that Mr. Pullman is ill in 
New York is absurd and baseless. He is in 
his usual health. I had a long consultation 
with him over the telephone this morning on 
matters not connected with the 
strike. I cannot teil when he 
will return to Chicago. The shops at 
Ludlow, Ky., which the American Railway 
Union proposes to close do not belong to the 
Pullman company, they belong to the Mann 
company. Anyway,they only employ 125 
men and have a capacity of five cars. At St. 
Louis we have 300 men and at Wilmington 
900. If they were to close we could get re- 
pair work done at contract shops, but it 
would not be necessary for some time.“ Mr. 
Wickes has had a complete transcript of the 
company’s pay-roll at Pullman for the first 
four months of 1894 made [for his private in- 
formation. He refused to allow the tigures 
to be used for publication. The strikers are 
considering the matter of causing the arrest 
of several alleged Pinkerton men, who, it is 
claimed, have been constantly among them 
since the strike commenced. These men, 
according to the strikers, have indulged in 
much inflammatory talk, which they believe 
was done for the purpose of sounding their 
feelings should the issue come to a crisis, 
The men sent out by the Grievance commit- 
tee yesterday reported that there were five 
Pinkerton detectives mingling with the strik. 
ers and watching their movements and that 
one of them had acamera concealed under 
his coat for the purpose of photographing strik- 
ers. Heathcote said he would have them ar- 
rested for ineiting a riot if any trouble grew 
out of their operations. At the afternoon 
meeting of the Grievance committee addi- 
tional reports were read regarding the organ- 
ization of the Pullman employés at Lud- 
low, Wilmington, and St. Louis. Chair- 
man Heathcote said he believed the or- 
der calling out the men employed at Ludlow, 
Wilmington, and St. Louis would be issued 
before the close of this week. 


DETECTIVE KILLED BY WHITECAPS, 


Arrests Made in Forrest City, Ark., End 
in a General Shooting. 

Forrest City, Ark., May 22.—A bloody 
riot occurred here this afternoon. The 
trouble was brought about bythe arrest of 
certain prominent citizens of St. Francis 
County charged with being Whitecaps. A de. 
tective by the name of Webber from Memphis 
was engaged to run the Whitecapa down. As 
a consequence of his work between thirty and 
forty arrests followed. Today Webber was 
attacked in Forrest City by frien ds of the 
parties he had arrested. Shooting followed 
and Webber was instantly killed and Deputy 
Sheriff Smith was seriously wounded.

Tue Young Men’s Christian Associations 
have grown to be a power in the world. The 
year book for 1894 shows the following 
among many interesting statistical facts: A 
total of 1.141 secretaries, assistant secreta- 
ries, librarians, and superintendents actually 
at work, with 112 vacancies to be filled; the 
ownership of 291 buildings valued at $15,- 
155,950, with an indebtedness of $3,501,900 
upon 208 of the number; other real estate 
valued at 81,220,310 reported by 106 as- 
sociations, with debts’ upon the same amount- 
ing to $316,300; 28 endowment funds and 
14 library do.; and a total of 776 as- 
sociations and branches, 697 of which report 
an aggregate membership of 178,442. The 
tables contain reports that 45,826 young 
men’s religious meetings were held within the 
official year, 39,914 of which had a total at- 
tendance of 1,974,803; the session of 8,418 
Bible classes, 7,773 of which had a total at- 
tendance of 112,175; and the holding of 
6.767 training class sessions, 6,669 of which 
had a total attendance of 61,065. This is a 
big record of Christian work. 


THE BALLOTS NOT TO BE INSPECTED BY 
THE GRAND JURY. 

Judges Tuley, Adams, and Sears, two of 
them Democrats and one of them a Repub: 
lican, have overruled Judge Chetlain and 
have decided that a grand jury cannot de- 
mand the production of ballots, though they 
may be the vital evidence in the case of elec- 
tion officers charged with serious offenses. 
They hold thaf the Legislature has by impli- 
cation limited the powers of grand juries and 
made it safe and easy to violate election laws. 

The Judges seem to have paid more atten- 


tion to technical than to equitable arguments 


and to have been more mindful of the letter 
ot the law than of its spirit. The statute cer- 
tainly is capatle of the construction they have 
put upon it, but a different and broader con- 
struction would have been equally legal and 
have aided in punishing wrongdoing. As 
there is no appeal from this decision it is the 
law henceforth,so far as this county ia con- 
cerned, and while the statute remains un- 
changed election officers can make false 
returns without fear of being confronted 
with ballots which would show the falsity of 
those returns. The next General Assembly, 
however, should change the law and give back 
to the grand jury those rights and to the hon- 
est voters that security which the Judges hold 
a former General Assembly has deprived 
them of. 

Such a change in the law will come too late 
so far as the Twenty-ninth Ward baliots are 
concerned. They never will be seen in a 
civil or a criminal court. The people will 
never know officially whether they were hon- 
estly or dishonestly counted. But the people 
seeing the determination of the Election Com- 
missioners to keep them sealed up, and the 
continuous delays which prevent their being 
opened before Judge Scales—delays which 
will last till next April—never will get rid of 
the impression that there was something 
wrong about those ballots, and that it was 
felt to be necessary to keep them secret in 
order to spare the sensitive feelings of a 
number of Democrats, some of them of low 
and some of high degree. 

The people will believe that ifthe ballots 
would have shown nothing no one would have 
invoked the aid of technical lawyers to keep 
those ballots sealed up and away from the 
inspection of the grand jury. While the pow- 
ers of the grand jury have been limited by 
this decision they have not been taken away 
altogether. The ballots form the most unim- 
peachable evidence, but in many cases it will 
be possible to get along without them. The 
frauds committed at recent élections have 
been so numerous and so multifdrious that in 
spite of this decision there is enough for this 
grand jury and for another grand jury to do. 
The illegai voting practiced on so grand a 
scale in the Second Ward at the April election 
has not been gone into. A thousand illega! 
votes were cast there last month for some- 
body’s benefit. The members of the Repub- 
lican Canvassing committee and the men who 
took the recent school census can give the 
grand jury evidence on which it can base 
scores of indictments. The good work of ex- 
posing frauds need not stop because the bal- 
lots are inaccessible. 


SPRINGER’S NATIONAL CURRENCY BILL. 

Representative Springer’s bill to provide 
a national currency ’’ contains the following 
features: The creation of a non-salaried com- 
mission, consisting of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, the Treasurer of the United States, 
and the Controller of the Currency, to be 
charged with the duty of carrying the act into 


notes which may be used for national curreu- 


the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. There 
is to be no limit to the discretion of the com- 
mission in the issue of the notes, which are to 
be a legal tender in payment of all debts, 
public and private, receivable for all govern- 
ment dues, and convertibleinto “ coin”’ on de- 
mand, The notes are to be issued, in the first 
instance, to any solvent banking corporation 
now in the United States that has a capital 
stock of which at least $25,000 has been paid 
upincash. They may receive not more in 
notes than the capital actually paid up by 
making a deposit of 20 per cent in coin and 
securing the remaining 80 per cent by accept- 
able bonds. These bonds are those of the 
United States and bonds the principal and 
interest of which have been guaranteed by 
the United States, the bonds of any State of 
the United States which have been continu. 
ously for two years preceding the date of 
their deposit quoted in the market at not less 
than 95 per cent of their par value and the in- 
terest on which has not at any time been in de- 
fault, also the bonds of any city or town, coun- 
ty or parish in the United States which had a 
population of not less than 5,000 at the last 
preceding census, and which fill the conditions 
named for State bonds. But all the bonds of 
the latter class must have been issued in pur- 
suance of law and for municipal purposes ex. 
clusively, must be, in the opinion ot the Na. 
tional Currency Commission, ample aud valid 
security for the purposes for which they are 
deposited, and the several States in which 
they are issued must ha ve made the necessary 
provisions for the payment of principal and 
interest thereon. It would seem that not 
more than 90 per cent of the market value 
of the bonds deposited is to be issued in 
notes. The notes are not to be subject to 
tax, except such as may be provided in the 
bill. The commission is to be author- 
ized to reject any bonds which it 
may not deem to be sufficient security, and 
need not give any reason fér such refusal. 
The bank receiving the notes is required to 
guarantee payment of the principal and in- 
tergst of the bonds deposited by it. and in 
case of depreciatio- the bank is required to 
make it good. “The assets of the bank are

THE COAL STRIKE BOSS. 

Cesar or Czar McBride of the Miners’ 
Union will make himself unpopular with the 
body politic unless he speedily retreats from 
the position he is alleged to occupy. He 
seems to be determined to prevent a settle- 
ment of the ¢oal-miners’ dispute on any 
terms which do not recognize him as having 
substantial control of the miniag industries 
of the United States. The operators in Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio are reported to be willing 
to pay former high prices, but he will not 
aliow them to do so till those of other States 
are dragooned into abject submission. Mean- 
while this tyrant lords it over the whole coun- 
try. He graciously had granted permission 
to the employés of one mine in this State to 
dig forty carloads of coal for the use of an 
asylum, and his august consent was necessary 
before the men ut Carbon Hill, O., dared to 
dig sufficient coal to run the pumps supplymg 
water to put out a fire there. 

If the enforced cessation of coal production 
be kept up much longer it will result in the 
infliction of tremendous loss upon the whole 
people. Millions of men will find themselves 
out of work, owing to lack of fuel with which 
to raise the steam used in making to turn the 
wheels of manufacture and commerce. Mill- 
ions will experience difficulty in getting 
enough fuel with which to cook breakfast, 
dinner, and supper, the water supply of the 
big cities will fail for want of fuel to run the 
pumps, und supplies of food may run out be- 
cause of enforced idleness of railroad trains 
and steamships to the operation of which coal 
is an absolute necessity. Fuel is of equally 
vital importance to business activities as food 
is to the health and strength of the human 
body, and without those activities the food 
cannot be obtained. Hence to attempt to cut 
off the coal supply is to menace not only the 
comfort but the very existence of the Ameri- 
can people. This is ‘* organizing labor with 
a vengeance, i 

Who is this McBride that, with cigar be- 
tween his teeth and his body lolling in an 
arm-chair and his heels on a table, dictates to 
hundreds of thousands of toilers that they 
shall thus deprive themselves of wages and 
imperil the welfare of many millions? By 
what right does he assume to dictate that a 
large proportion of the people of the United 
States shall be made to suffer till his sov- 
ereign mighty will is satisfied by a complete 
capitulation? What power constitutes as his 
slaves the great mass of coal miners so that 
they dare not earn bread for their starving 
families without his permission? 

If this fellow ‘thinks he is going to get the 
sympathy of millions of laboring men 
thrown out of employment by his fiat, unable 
to obtain food for their wives and little ones, 
or.to have it cooked if it were procured, he is 
mightily mistaken. A few more days of en- 
forced inactivity to those now idle, and the 
consequent throwing out of many more, and 
he will find he has carried things too far. 
The upshot of the business will be that the 
operators will decide not to take back strik- 
ers who obey McBride on any terms, but will 


hire new men, determine to protect them at . 


all hazards, and find themselves heartily sus- 
tained by the communities in the resolve. 
The masses of the people will be ready to 
rise with willing hands, and willing 
guns if need be, to sustain them 
in the position. There would not be 
any. necessity even for calling out the 
militia, when the popular sentiment once was 
aroused to a sense of the enormities deliber- 
ately contemplated by this fellow McBride. 
He would be brushed asideas easily asa fly, 
while the men who wanted to extract the 
black diamonds from the bosom of mother 
earth were permitted to work in peace and 
security in earning wages for themselves, and 
in so doing ministering to the comfort of the 
whole people. If the strike should proceed 
so far as to amount to an interference with 
the water supply of cities, the running of 
factories, and the transportation of produce 
and merchandise, McBride soon would find 
he had made himself a nuisance in thus striv- 
ing to magnify himself and his office at the 
expense of the community. 
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PAYING REPRESENTATIVES FOR NON- 
ATTENDANCE. 

The Sergeant-at-Arms of the House of Repre- 
sentatives has charge of the payment of sala- 
ries. A law of 1856 required him to keep an 
eye on the attendance of members and not to 
pay a Representative for days on which he 
was absent, unless the member would say that 
his absence was due to his own sickness or 
that of some one belonging to his family. 

It may be that some respect was shown to 
this law im mediately after its passage, but it 
is certain that it has been disregarded for a 
long time. Successive Sergeants-at-Arms have 
paid members their full salaries even where 
they were absent more than half the time. 
When the House Democrats were trying in 
vain to find some way of securing a quorum 
without surrendering to Reed's quorum- 
counting rule attention was called to this law 
of 1856 the enforcement of which would 
have docked the pay of Democratic absentees 
whose presence was necessary to give their 
party a working quorum, 

At that time the claim was made by some 
members that the law of 1856, although it 
appears in the revision of 1878, had been re- 
pealed when the change was made from pay- 
ing by the day to paying by the year. Other 
members insisted that the law was still in 
force. The Sergeant-at-Arms declined to take 
the responsibility of deeiding. for it would have 
made him unpopular to dock the pay of Rep- 
resentatives. So the Speaker took the mat- 
ter into his own hands and required each 
member to certify to him how much he was 
entitled to, thus puttmg the member on his 
honor. 

Day before yesterday when the legislative 
bill came up in the Committee of the Whole 
Mr. Hayes, the Democratic member from 
Iowa, offered an amendment which declared 
that the law of 1856 had been heretofore re- 
pealed. That amendment was agreed to by

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SPRINGER FOR SOUND CURRENCY. 

The speech of the Hon. W. M. Springer in 
the House of Representatives was a strong 
plea for a good and trustworthy currency, to 
be as plentiful as is consistent with soundness 
and stability, Mr. Springer opposes the re- 
peal of the 10 per cent tax on State bank 
issues, and says it was a grave mistake to rec- 
ommend such repeal. It is unfortunate that 
it ever was made a party question. The 
curreney is all for the people, and no party 
should claim its paternity or appropriate its 
benefits.“ 

If there were no other reason for opposing 
State bank issues the argument of inconven- 
ience ought to be sufficient. Assuming that 
all of the forty-four States would avail them- 
selves ultimately of the right to authorige the 
issue of circulating notes and that all the 
nearly ten thousand local banks now in exist- 
ence would avail themselves of such author- 
ity the many different kinds of notes and 
their multitudinous number would be con- 
fusing and embarrassing in the extreme and 
offer an irresistible incentive to counterfeit- 
ers, as they did previous to the war. The his- 
tory of State bank circulation has been one 
of terrible failure and endrmous loss to the 
note holders. It is such as to admonieh us of 
the danger of returning to it, and we have 
no reuson to assume that the severai States 
would turnish any better banking systems 
than they did before the war. To return to 
it wouid be like abandoning the railroad and 
train for the dirt road and the prairie schoon- 
er. There is no more reason for it than for 
reéstablishing slavery or peacefully permit- 
ting secession. : 

There is no real money in this country ex- 
cept the coins of the United States. Paper 
currency is merely a promise to pay coin. 
For practical purposes it is money, but its 
value depends on its convertibility into coin 
on the demand of the holder. Congress has 
exclusive jurisdiction over coins. How then 
can the paper currency which represents it be 
subject to State jurisdiction? Can the Nation 
prescribe laws for the government of the 
principal and the State for hig agent? If 
such were allowed we should be plunged into 
inextricable confusion, To avoid that we 
must adhere to the doctrine that Congress has 
exclusive jurisdiction over money and every- 
thing that performs the functions of money. 
We must provide a national currency, one 
that will meet the requirements of our inter- 
State and foreign commerce and meet the 
wants of the people in every part and section 
of the country. Congress alone can do this. 
It alone can give to paper currency that func- 
tion which distinguishes it from a merely per- 
sonal check, the debt-paying power of money. 

Conceding that this national currency may 
be issued, there are three methods by which 
it can be distributed to the people. The first 
is by direct loan on mortgages on real estate 
or the products of the soil, But this is im- 
practicable, if not impossible. The vast 
volume of currency that would be calied for 
could not be supplied through government 
agencies, The government: printing presses 
would compete with the existing capital of 
the country and all the loanable wealth of 
the land would be destroyed by the govern- 
ment coming into competition with it by 
printing irredeemable currency and loaning 
it to the people.” If five billions of notes 
were issued one year in that way the people 
would have to borrow of the capitalists the 
next year, just as they did before. The 
government cannot create values by act of 
legislation, and if it should begin this system 
it would be but a few years until the issues 
were beyond the reach of redemption. Then 
the whole system would go down in fingacial 
ruin and bring all the business of the country 
with it.“ 3 

The second method of distribution, which 
may be called **Coxeyism,” is to pay the ex- 
penses of the government by the issue of 
Treusury notes instead of raising money from 
the people by taxation. This is one of the 
most dangerous plans that could be adopted 
asa permanent and exclusive system of fur. 
nishing money to the people, though Mr. 
Springer is in favor of retaining the present 
volume of Treasury notes, as they are well 
secured, and will be redeemed promptly as 
the present law provides.“ But if it is under- 
stood that the government may from time to 
time increase the volume of the currency, 
Congress will be importuned at every recur- 
ring session for larger issues of Treasury 
notes, and all sorts of government enterprises 
would be resorted to as pretexts for issuing 
more notes, for increasing the circulation. 
Given 500 millions for the making of good 
roads,another 500 millions would bedemanded 
for improving arid lands, and still other vast 
sums for buying up railroads and telegraoh 
companies, for digging canals, and making oth- 
er improvements. Can any one doubt that such 
a method of furnishing “‘ money” would re- 
sult in unlimited issues of irredeemable cur- 
rency, to be dropped out as worthless, like 
the assignats issued by the revolutionary gov- 
ernment of France in the latter part of the 
last century? 

The third is the only way in which the gov. 
ernment can interpose in the matter of the 
currency and not disturb existing values or 
fall into the practice of unlimited issues. It 
is by availing itself of the existing financial 
institutions of the country. using them as dis- 
tributing agencies. If banks should he con- 
fined to the business of receiving deposits, 
loaning money, selling exchange, etc., there 
are no institutions more beneficent or more 
to be desired when rightly managed. The 
banks enable the people to have five times 
more actual currency in circulation than they 
would have without them, they encourage 
thrift, and the number ought to be increased. 
Mr. Springer has prepared “a bill to provide 
a national currency’ which will permit all 
banking associations to be utilized as agencies 
for distributing it to the people. An abstract 
of the bill is given in a separate article. 


OF THE APPORTION- 
MENT. 

In 1892 the counties of Illinois lymg out- 
side of Cook gave Harrison 6,357 majority 
and Fifer 8,034 majority.

Republicans only 48 or 50. Would this have 
been fair? Would it have accorded with the 


Jeffersonian doctrine of the right of the ma- 


jority to govern—a right wh.ch is “the vital 
principle of republics’? If the majority 
can put the man of its choice in the Govern- 
or’s chair, it should be able to secure the con- 
trol ot the legislative branch also. The mi- 
nority should not rulein the legislative branch. 

An apportionment which gives the party 
which has the least votes the most members 
of the Legisiature must be a gerrymander. 
That is what the apportionment of 1803 
would have done two years ago, and is what it 
is intended it shall do this year. With 30, 
000 majority for Republican candidates that 
party will not carry the Legislature next fall. 
That is a notorious fact. The Supreme 
Court may not feel inclined to take judicial 
cognizance of it, but the Judges personally 
know that such is the case and is the purpose 
of that rascally gerrymander. They know 
the apportionment was gerrymandered to se- 
cure minority rule and that the Constitution 
was grossly violated to do it. 


FIVE MILLIONS FOR A NEW COURT- 
HOUSE AND JAIL. 

There is a bold scheme before the County 
Board to ask the taxpayers this fall for 
authority to blanket-mortgage their proper- 
ty for five million dollars of bonds with 
which to build a new Court-House and also a 
new jail. The Court-House is to be a busi- 
ness building of steel and terra-cotta, fourteen 
or sixteen stories in height. 

If private individuals were to erect a mod- 
ern office building on the Court-House site 
and also to build a new jail they would con- 
trive to make the new structures cost very 
much. less than five millions, To put that 
amount of money at the disposal of the 
County Board which is to be elected this fall 
to hold office tor two years isa perilous ex- 
periment. Every cent will be expended and 
it is not impossible that five millions will not 
half »uffice and as much more money would 
be called for later on. 

It is true that the present jail is defective in 
many ways. So is the Court-House. The 
Sanitary condition of the latter is bad, but it 
can be improved, The city authorities have 
notified the Commissioners that it must be 
putin decent condition. To do that will re- 
quire a radical overhauling of the drainage 
and plumbing system. That will cust some 
money. The Court-House is also settling un- 
equally, and it is impossible to say whether 
that process will stop or go on. When the 
work was being done on the foundations Tas 
Trisuns called attention repeatedly to the 
poor quality and lack of sufficient length of 
many of the piles which the contractor was 
furnishing. The boodlers iu the board paid 
no attention to these complaints. The con- 
sequences of this deliberate failure to make 
the contractor do good work are apparent 
now. 

It the taxpayers of this county are asked 
this fall to authorise the County Board to bor- 
row five millions to build a new Court-House 
they may remember that sixteen years ago 
another County Board asked them for author. 
ity to sell bonds to finish the present Court- 
House, The voters consented, supposing that 
the job would be completed for the money in 
a satisfactory manner. Five years hence 
bonds tothe amount of three-quarters of a 
million, sold to get the money for the erection 
of a structure it is now proposed to tear down, 
will fall due. The taxpayers may be justified 
in askingif it is not possible that if they do 
grant this last request they may be cailed on 
twenty years hence to go into debt many more 
millions for another Court-House, 

The making of publie improvements by the 
mortgage instead of the direct tax system is 
defended generally on the ground that as such 
improvements are designed for the use and 
benefit of posterity rather than of the present 
generation posterity ought to pay for the bur- 
den. This reasoning is uasound, short-sighted, 
and selfisn. It happens generally that the 
improvements which posterity is called on to 
pay for are so antiquated and worn out as to 
be of comparatively little value to it. 

If bonds are issued to build a new Court- 
House the posterity of 1909 will find itself 
paying taxes on account of an improvement 
the preceding generation built, tore down, and 
did not pay for. : 

The taxpayers would like to know what kin 
of a County Board government they are go- 
ing to have for the next few yeurs before they 
consent to another blanket bond issue, espe- 
cially one for the extravagant and clearly un- 
necessary sum of five million dollars, They 
may not want to put their hands in their 
pockets so that boodling Commissioners, dis- 
honest contractors, and corrupt middlemen 
may make a lot of money out ot the promoted 
speculation. 


THE APPORTIONMENT OF 1882 TOO FAIR 
TO THE DEMOCRATS. 

The Democratic politicians assert that the 
apportionment of 1882, made by the Repub. 
licans, was a gerrymander, and that it was 
made for the purpose of maintaining Repub- 
lican ascendency in the Legislafure if it was 
lost in the State at large. That allegation is 
false. Let it be, tested by the popular vote of 
1892. Harrison and Fifer had majorities of 
7,000 to 8,000 in the forty-one Senatorial 
legislative districts then existing outside of 
Cook County. 

Of these districts the Republicans carried 
twenty and the Democrats twenty-one, so that 
of the 123 House members elected from 
counties outside of Cook the Democrats got 
sixty-two and the Republicans sixty-one, 
though the Republican popular majority ex- 
ceeded 8,000.

M. Casimir-Perier thereupon ieft the Palais 
Bourbon, and with the Ministers proceeded to 
the Elysée Paiave and handed their resigna- 
tions to President Carnot. 

Previous to the defeat the Socialist Deputy, 
M. Jules Guesde, moved that eight hours be 
constituted a legal day’s work for all working 
people throughput France, and demanded 
urgency for the motion, amid loud cheers and 
encouraging cries-from the Socialists. M. 
Guesde declared the time was ripe for the re-

Admiral da Gama Seeks Aid from Europe 
to Carry on War in Brazil.

Bvenos Ayres, via Galveston, Tex., May 
22.— [Copyright. 1894, by James Gordon 
Bennett.|—Word comes from Rio Janeiro 
that the House of Deputies has voted to sus- 
tain the action of President Peixoto in sus- 
pending diplomatic relations with Portugal. 
There will be a review of the entire Brazilian 
naval squadron July 4 in honor of the United 
States. , 

Advices from Montevideo are that Admiral 
da Gama hopes to hold a conference while in 
Europe with the most prominent persons who 
favor monarchy in Brazil. His purpose is to 
organize a movement looking to the restora- 
tion of the empire. He will urge that the 
present disturbed state of Rio Grande pre- 
sents a favorabie opportunity for undertaking 
this project at this time. He will propose to 
make Rio Grande the center of the move- 
ment, he to be declared chief of the revolu- 
tionary party. 

Government troops and national guards to 
the number of 10,000 men have been con- 
centrated in the vicinity of Baso. TLey have 
been ordered by President Peixoto to make a 
determined effort to crush Gen. Saraiva’s 
forces. 

Bunxxos Ayres, May 22.—The dispute be- 
tween the Government of Portugal and the 
Argentine Repubiic respecting the recapture 
of the Brazilian refugees, who escaped from 
Portuguese warships, has been amicably 
settled. 


BOMB THROW:Rs UNDER ARREST. 


Avnarchist Plotters B:ieged by Paris. Police 
Autopsy on Henri’«s Remains. 

Paris, May 22.—The police have made a 
number of important arrests in connection 
with Anarchist piots. The authorities recent- 
ly received information that conspirators were 
actively at work plotting a series of bomb ex- 
plosions in various European cities. The in- 
formation came from London, resulting from 
the arrest of the two Italian Anarchists, Far- 
nara and Polti. As a result a number of 
Anarchists velonging to an international so- 
viety were taken into custody. 

The police are unwilling to give full details 
in regard to the plots, but it is known the 
members of this society at their meetings 
drew lots as to who should explode bombs in 
different European cities. One of the prison- 
ers is said to have been connected with the re- 
cent bomb outrages at Liege. 

A post-mortem examination of the remains 
of Emile Henri, the Anarchist who was exe- 
cuted yesterday morning, shows that his heart 
was so violently affected by the suddenness 
with which he was aroused to meet his death 
that, according to the physicians, he may have 
died on the bascule of the guillotine before he 
was beheaded. The physicians declare Henri 
was not in any way tainted with insanity. 


FRANCE SHUT OUT OF NILE BASIN. 


Important African Treaty Concluded Be- 
tween Belgium and England. 
[SPECIAL CARLB.! 

Brussets, May 22.—[(Copyright, 1894, by 
James Gordon Bennett.|—-A treaty concern- 
ing the Congo Free, State has been concluded 
between King Leopold and the British Minis- 
ter to Belgium. The King has recognized the 
British sphere of influence as indicated in the 
Angio-German treaty of July, 1, 1890, and 
abandons to England a small strip of terri- 
tory in the region of the Lower Congo and 
Lake Tanganyika, thus givmg England ac- 
cess northward to the Nile, In exchange 
England grants the King until the end of his 
reign the left bank of the Nile up to the 
seventh degree. This is considered the most 
important African treaty concluded for many 
years and is a master stroke of diplomacy on 
the part of King Leopold, as it shuts out 
France from the Nile basin and places the 
Congo Free State under the obligation of 
fighting the Soudan dervishes. :

Day Before the Investigation Commit- 
tee Through the Strange Absence of the 
Chief Witness Against Him. 

New Lonk, May 22.—[Special,]|—At the 
opening of the Northern Pacific investigation 
this morning the first witness was James 
Williams, who, at the time the Northern 
Pacific went ‘into the hands of the receivers, 
was Vice-President. He was asked if he 
knew who composed the Northern Pacific 
and Manitoba company in September, 1888, 
prior to its acquisition by the Northern 
Pacific, if Mr. Villard was then interested in 
the syndicate. The witness had no recollec- 
tion upon either point. Then Roswell G. 
Rolston, the President of the Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust company, took the 
witness chair. He was a director in the 
Northern Pacific, serving from the fall of 
1888. He resigned in 1893, about the time 
a receiver was appointed. Lawyer Pettit 
started to find out what Mr. Ralston knew 
about the acquisition of the Chicago terminus. 
He asked what committee Mr. iston was 


Chairman of and the cautious answer was: 


My impression is that I was Chairman of 
the Finance committee. Lawyer Pettit then 
offered refreshment to the witness’ memory 
in the shape of a.letter of President Oakes 
and the minutes of the Finance committee, 
saying: According to the minutes of the 
meeting of June 16, 1889, this letter from 
President Oakes was read, and contracts 
were before .the committee, one for a 
lease of Wisconsin Central line and 
a contract between the Oregon and 
Transcontinental, and Wisconsin Central, 
whereby the Wisconsin Central was to lend 
the Oregon sums up to the limit of 65,000, 
000, and the ob.igation of which contract it 
was pro that the Northern Pacific should 
assume. The ininutes also show that Mr. 
Rolston presented a resolution, and thata 
traffice contract between the Northern Pacific 
lines and the WisconsinCentral was considered. 
Mr. Rolston’s reply was: While I was in 
that position I have no doubt that I carefully 
looked into all those matters. After they 
were accomplished I dismissed them from my 
mind.“ He made, he said, no personal in- 
vestigation as to the value of the terminals, 
though he was sure he had not relied solely 
upon the information furnished him by the 
executive officer of the company.

He had not the slight- 
est knowledge of any director being interested 
either directly or indirect! in the 
Rocky Fork companies. e desired 
to say for himself that he never had a dollar 
in the company that was in any Pte connect- 
ed with the Northern Pacific. is interest in 
the Northern Pacific consisted of 100 shares 
of common stock and $100,000 worth of con- 
solidated bonds. He had them aow.

AN EASIER DAY FOR JOHN M’CLAVE. 


Chief Witness Again tthe New York Police 
Commissioner Fails to Reappear. 

New Tonk, May 22.—(Special.|—Police 
Commissioner John McClave, charged yes- 
terday betore the Lexow Investigating com- 
mittee with having banked the proceeds of 
bribes, for his own personal gain, had an 
easier time today. His son-in-law, Gideon 
Granger, who caused such exciting scenes in 
court, did not reappear as he had promised, 
and as Mr. Goff himself had been positively 
assured late last night he would not fail to 
do. This unexplained absence of this im- 
portant witness created considerable sensa- 
tion. and McClave’s attorney, 
Nicoll, jumped hastily to his feet 
announced that he knew it: he 
never expected Granger to come; he 
and his client were not surprised; they had 
talked it over last night, and had agreed that 
Granger would neveragain show up. To this 
Mr. Goff remarked that it was a remarkable 
statement that both McClave and his attorney 
ehould have arrived at such an agreement. 
Gideon Granger’s absence may have prevent- 
ed somethi more than a mere scene in 
the witness chair, but curious people are ask- 
ing how it came about that this degenerate 
descendant of two Postmaster-Generals of 
the United States, with his now pretty well es- 
tablished penchant for crooked matters, came 
to absent himself just at this critical juncture. 
It is said tonight that Mr. Gideon Granger may 
have been an eleventh hour passenger on the 
steamship Lahn that sailed for Bremen at 9 
o'clock this forenoon. If true, Mr. Goff’s 
future line of investigation will probably be 
such that Mr. McClave may wish he had never 
been born. 

Mr. Goff’s questions today were all directed 
to show that Mr. McClave’s wealth had ab- 
normally increased since he became Police 
Commissioner. Mr. McCiave’s memory grew 
treacherous at critical junctures. The exami- 
nation finaliy drifted about to Granger and 
his doings. Mr. MeC:ave admitted he had 
found out Granger wasa forger thirty days 
after his marriage. He got the forged note 
into his possession and kept it six years. 
Questions on this line kept Mr. McClave 
squirming, but the inquisitor was not fin- 
ished. He forced the confession that he had

organized a company and set Granger up in 


business and was his partner.

TO BRACE UP LAKE AND RAIL RATES. 


Plans Discussed at the Trunk Line Execu- 
tive Committee’s Meeting. 

New Lonkx, May 22.—[Special.]|—There 
was a meeting of the trunk line Executive 
committee today for the purpose of bracing 
up the lake and rail situation, which has be- 
come shaky so far as rates are concerned, 
The managers of the lake lines were also 
present. The question that consumed most 
of the time was how to adjust the lake busi- 
ness or how to make the railroads controlling 
them hold them to account. A subcommittee 
was appointed to submit a scheme and re- 


port. The other subject that is closely

lowest on record, It is conceded ‘that this 
arose out of the sinking of export rates in 
conneetion with the ocean lines, by which 
method there is no absolute means of detect- 
ing a reduced rate. This discussion led toa 
talk about the new money poole that are 
being formed, which are admitted to be the 
only sure way of properly distributing traffic. 
The first one to be put into operation is the 
east-bound freight pool out of Chicago, which 
wus made retroactive from May 1. If the 
east-bound money pool works it is under- 
stood it will soon be applied to west- bound 
business out of New York.

New York, May 22.—[Special.]—Noah L. 
Farnham Post, No. 158, G. A. R., is no longer 
an Independent Veteran Association. It 
was taken back into the fold tonight, and the 
installation of officers and privates was cele. 
brated in Adelphi Hall, at Fifty-second street 
and Seventh avenue, by Department Com- 
mander John C. Schotts. About 125 mem- 
bers of the old post were present and took the 
oath of allegiance. They were mustered 
in with patriotic speeches and the singing of 
old war songs. The action which caused the 
expulsion of Farnham Post from the Grand 
Army was a resolution it adopted March 8. 
1893, This declared that the pension laws 
were being shamefully abused by many un- 
worthy veterans, It stated that many per- 
sons who were abundantly able to care for 
themselves, and who, in many cases, were oc. 
cupying prominent positions in business and 
under the government, were drawing large 
pensions, while worthy old soldiers were 
starving. 


FRAUD CHARGED AT THE NAVY YARD, 


Investigation Being Held of Statements 
M de by a Foreman of Laborers. 

New York, May 22.—([Special. ]—William 
Mitchell, foreman of laborers at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard, filed charges with Acting-Secre- 
tary McAdoo of waste of money in con- 
struction work. An immediate investigation 
was ordered and Lieut.-Commander Adolph 
Marix, Chief of the Hydrographic Bureau. 
Port of New York, detailed to look after it. 
He began his ben today in 
the court-martial room in building No. 7 at 
the navy-yard. All present were admonished 
to secrecy. Mr. Mitchell was one of 
the first employés put on the  pay- 
roll at the navy-yard under the civil 
service regulations.

Sentenced to Hang but Says He Is Innocent. 

Livineston, Mont., May 22.—Robert A. Ander- 
son, alias Robert Field, was today sentenced to 
be hanged June 22 for the murder of F. Fieming 
several weeks ago, the object being robbery. His 
supposed confederate turned States evidence, 
but Anderson, who had been active in the search 
for the murderer. claims the federate was the 
murderer and thet be Bad nothing to do with it. 


Will Appeal to the Supreme Courte 
Vote on the Michigan Amendment 
Ordered to Be Recounted. 

Spar, III., May 22.—[Special.]— 
Judge Shirley in the Sangamon County Cir- 
cuit Court today sustained the demurrer to 
the defendant’s pleas in the Pavey case. More 
than a year ago suit was brought by Attorney- 
General Moloney against ex-Auditor Pavey 
and his sureties to recover for alleged breaches 
of his official bond. The chief allegations 
were that Gen. Pavey, while holding the office 
of Auditor, illegally retained from 
the insurance fees, $20,000, the sum 


of $5,000 per annum as his compensation 


for duties performed by him in the 
capacity of Insurance Commissioner 
and that he illegally drew from the State 
Treasury $5 per day as Auditor of the State 
Board of Equalization. The contention on 
which the suit was based was that under the 
Constitution and laws of the State the Auditor, 
like the other State officers, is entitled to no 
compensation in excess of hissalary of $3,500 
perannum. The defense rested its case on 
Sec. 29 of the insurance law of 1867, which 
provided as follows: 

The net amount of all fees over and above the 
cost of performing the clerical labor connected 
therewith shall not exceed under this act the 
sum of 65.000, and any amount above sum 
shall be paid over to the State Treasurer: and 
provided further, that the Auditor sball render 
account in his biennial report of the fees received 
by him under this act. 

Judge Shirley holds that this act is not 
valid, having been repealed by the present 
Constitution. He also holds that the Auditor 
is not entitled to $5 a day as a member of the 
State Board of Equalization. Thedecision in 
this case practically decides that against ex- 
Auditor Swigert. Both will be appealed to 
the Supreme Court. 


Judge Shirley’s Opinion. 


a Judge Shirley’s opinion is practically as fol- 
ows: 


The defendant bases his claim of right to the 
sums in controversy upon Sec. 29 of Chap. 63 of 
the revised statutes, entitled“ Insurance. This 
act concerning insurance is for the government 
of insurance companies, and imp ses upon all 
companies doing business in this State certain 
duties and A and also imposes upon 
the Auditor of Public Accounts a general super- 


vision of them, act, except some 
amendments not material to this con- 
troversy, was D in 1869, prior 
to the adoption of the Constitution of 


1870 and while the Constitution of 1848 was in 
Sec. 29 of the act upon which the de- 
tendant founds his claim was adroitly drawn and 
the interftion and the effect of it was to leave in 
the hands of the Auditor, after paying the 
clerical iabor, the sum . of $5,000 out of the fees 
paid.

W 
the Constitution of 1848 was adopted, fixing 
salary of Auditor at $1,000 per annum and that

All Fees Abolished in 1870, 


The framers of the Constitution of 1870 evi- 
dently intended and did effectually abolish all 
legislation increasing the pay of these officers by 
the allowance of fees. costs, and perquisites. 
They provided in Sec 23 of Art. V. that the 
officers named in this article shall receive for 
their services a salary to be estabiished by law, 
which shall not be increased or diminished during 

ir official terms, and they shall not receive to 
their own use any fees, costs, N of of- 
fice, or other compensation, and all fees that may 
be hereafter 71 by law for any service er. 
formed by an cer provided for in this article 
of the Constitution sh id in advance 
into the State Treasury.” he Auditor is 
the officers named in this 4arti- 
In pursuance of this provision the 
Legislature provided that the Auditor should be 
paid an annual salary of $3,500 in lieu of all 
other salary, fees, perquisites, benefits, or com- 
— in any form whatsoever. And itis

that all fees that were then or might be 
after provided by law to be paid to the Auditor 
should be paid in advance. into the State Treas- 
ury as revenue; and further provided 
that section should not apply to the Au- 
ditor during his then present term of office. 
If then the defendant Pavey's duties 
in the Insurance Department were partof his 
duties as Auditor; or, in other words, if the 
duties described in the insurance act to be per- 
formed by the Auditor were simply additional 
duties imposed upon him as Auditorof Public 
Accounts it is clear the part of . 29, which 
loft in his bands $5,000 of the fees received from 
insurance companies, was repealed by the Con- 
stitution of 1870 and the subsequent legislation 
above cited, because they are so inconsistent 
and repugnant to the provisions of that part of 
Sec. 29 of the insurance act relied on by 
defendant that they cannot stand ther or be 
reconciled. It is urged that the duties of the 
Auditor described in the insurance act and his 
duties as Auditor of Public Accounts are entirely 
distinct, and that the duties prescribed by the 
former are in no way incidental to the functions 
of the latter. The rule is that: An officer who 
accepts an office to which a fixed salary is at- 
tached is deemed to undertake to perform its 
duties for salary fixed, though if may be inade- 
quate, and if the proper authorities increase the 
duties by the addition of others germane to the 
office the officer must perform them without 
compensation.” 


Duties Germane to His Office. 


The duties prescribed by the insurance act 
seem to be germane to the duties to payer: 
formed by the Auditor of Public Accounts. at 
law im upon him the duty of requiring 
companies doing business in the State to comply 
with its provisions and also the duty of requiring 
them to make to him reports of their condition 
Jan. 1 of each year. The purpose of the act is to 


protect all the citizens of the State 
against insolvent and worthless  insur- 
ance companies and to furnish them 


with safe companies with whom they may insure. 
The State for this purpose has taken upon itseif 
the care and supervision of their business, and 
requires one of its executive officers to perform 
it. The act provides for the payment of all fees 
by these companies, which the Auditor sball col- 
lect, and these fees primarily belong to the State 
when collected, because the Auditor must ac- 
count for them. The act involves business rela- 
tions and accounts between the State and these 
companies, and certainly seems to be incidental to 
the geheral duty of the Auditor of Public Accounts. 
It may be further said that these are not new or 
increased duties. When the defendant assumed 
the office he found it already burdened with the 
duties imposed. They were additional duties im- 
posed long before upon the o by legislative 
act. They were to performed by the Auditor, 
and all the extra clerical force necessary to per- 
form itis provided him. The duties were pre- 
scribed by the act. It also appears from an ex- 
amination of the insurance act that it does 
not require the Auditor to execute a bond for the 
faithful performance of his duties, and this is to 
be considered in determining whether the Legis- 
lature intended to create a distinct office or to 
add additional duties to the office of Auditor. 
By the insurance act large sums of money in the 
way of fees come into the hands of the Auditor, 
for which it was his duty to account to the State, 
and if the Legislature intended to create a dis. 
tinct office it would doubtless have provided that 
the Auditor should execute a bond for the faith- 
ful performance of his duties under the act.

Prof, Swing Speaks. 


Prof. Swing headed the list of speakers. 
He said: 


It is a paves to welcome you to the first 
meeting of the Auxiliary Congress of Religions, 
The Parliament of Religions was a revelation to 
many of the great law and life of love which 
makes all feel that they are children of a com- 
mon fathér, and under the inspiration of love 
was held a number of meetings of liberal 
churches, A committee was appointed to ar- 
range them for this convention, and to Dr. Hirsch 
we are indebted for the meeting in this historie 
temple, It is fitting that this should be, for 
Judaism is the common mother of us all. In our 
country Church and State are separate. There 
is a separating line between orthodox and lib- 
eral, and many fee! that the lines which separate 
us as liberals are disappearing, and they feel that 
more good can be accomplished by unity. We 
are not here to combat orthodoxy; our brethren 
who follow those lines have enough to do with 
their fighting among themselves. We de not 
seek to establish anew creed, but we do believe 
in the doctrine of love, and our purpose is to 
pour oil onthe troubled waters of the social 
world. We shall preach and advance the doc- 
trine of love. I introduce to you Brother Si- 
monds, who represents a growth of the time. 


The Rev. Mr. Simonds said: 


The scattered forces of liberalism have pained 
many of the independents, who realize how un- 
fortunate these troubles are, but we remember 
that Channing was a Unitarian, Father Blue a 
Universalist, and Parker, that greatest product 
of America, was forced to be an independent. We 
of my creed have discovered that independency, 
absolute, is weakness, and it is as illogical as it 
is weak. Weare met not to formulate a new 
creed but to bring together outwardly those 
forces that are already one ut heart. We shall

w. - Salter’s Views. 


Prof. 8 e introduced W. M. Salter 
of Philadelphia, who said: 

The keynote of the Ethical Culture Societies is 
that of diversity in the er and unanimity in 
the deed. The passion for righteousness is not 
new in the human heart. but it is new in our con- 
ception of it. The ethical culturist does this 
and believes that sectionalism should be relegat- 
ed to the second place of private opinion. ni- 
ty, not on creed but in righteousness, is the 
ground of the culturist. Every man wants a 
creed, but he should not make it a 
basis of unity. The agreement to dif- 
fer and discuss differences will not unite us. 
The great rule of life is the common ground on 
whi ch ateas minds may meet. You may doubt 
the immortality of man; you may doubt that 
there is a God in the sky, but you cannot doubt 
that there is a rule of love and a duty you owe 
your fellow-man. We can meeton this ground 
as the ethical culturist does. contend for a 
principle and I believe that, early or late, a new 
fellowship will result. 


Dr. Hirsch said: 


I should not be a Jew if I did not welcome you 
here with all my heart to this first American Lib- 
eral Congress. The idea of a united brotherhood 
of man rolled forth from the hills of Palestine 
before the world knew it. The Jew looks for- 
ward to the day when Israel shall be swallowed 
up by the vast ocean of humanity. Why did I 
insist last Sunday that from this house of Jews 
you, and not the Jew, will have to fix the day for 
the disappearance of J udaism? A Jew is not less 
than a man. If you look forward to the time 
when men will be one, then free my 
forefathers from the shame they have borne for 
centuries, when at the most critical period 
of their lives they repudiated, yea, you allege, 
they even crucified him. When you free us from 
this stain then Judaism Will disappear. I have 
no creed, my father before me had none. Our 
books in this church do not contain the word 
Jew. I would be a coward if I deserted the 
standard of my people now when the world is 
again turning against us. If we are making our 
people better citizens, and we are Americans, 
are we not aiding the cause of humanity? In my 
religious home | welcome you. Give us some- 
thing to do and we will join you. We will help 
with treasure, time, and talent. 


How Savage Became a Unitarian. 


Tremendous applause followed the Rev. Dr. 
Hirsch’s speech. Prof. Swing then announced 
that the Rev. Mr. Schuttler of Minneapolis 
was unable to be present owmg to the death 
of afriend. The last speaker of the evening, 
the Rev. M. J. Savage of Boston, was then in- 
troduced as the man who helped open the 
World's Fair Sunday.“ Mr. Savage said: 

I was trained in the old-fashioned form of Con- 
régationalism and | know what its strait- 
aced doctrines meau. When I assumed charge 

of my first church, which, by the way, was in 
Chicago, at the conclusion of my first service | 
was waited upon by a delegation from a Unita- 
rian church, which had come to hear me preach 
and which invited me to become the minister of 
its new church. I informed the gentlemen 
that was not a Unitarian by training. 
that I knew nothing of the doctrines of Unita- 
rianism, but that if they would allow 
me to speak from my own convictions I would 
accept the call. In my opinion there is no such 
a thing asa Unitarian doctrine. The unity of 
the universe, the unity of the human race, and 
the unity of human destiny is the way that I look 
at my creed. I offer to you and to this congress 
my most enthusiastic support, not in spite of my 
being a Unitarian, but because | am a Unitarian. 
There is no such thing in existence as a Unitarian 
orthodoxy. From my standpoint there is no 
power that can limit my own free speech and 
thought. If Il saw fit to invite Mr. Salter to my 
pulpit, if I asked Dr. Hirsch to speak from it, 
if I invited Roman Catholic, Episcopalian. 
or an orthodox Buddhist to speak to 
my congregation, I should not be criticised, 
Today’s drift is toward a higher socialism, a 
truthful and healthful codperation of mankind, 
A union of che entire forces of liberalism would 
be a marvelous aid. 1 do believe in God, but | 
do not believe that he will be angry at another 
man who cannot see him and his goodness as | 
see it. Let the man be an agnostic, an unbe- 
liever, or what you will, if he wiil aid in bring- 
ing about here on earth the fellowship of man 
I will go out of my way to shake hands with him.

contractors. But keeping the alleys clean is 
such a simple task when once it was demon- 
strated that contractors were neglecting their 
work that Supt. Schofield has determined to 
‘have the trifling brought to an end. It lies 
within his power, unless interfered with, to 
refoke any scavenger’s contract. By the 
tarms of the specifications he is the judge of 
whether work is being well done or not, and 
he can cantel any contract at will. He is 
also authorized to put teams in a contractor’s 
ward and deduct the expense from the con- 
tractor’s voucher. 


Mayor Will Co-operate. 


Mayor Hopkins is with Mr. Schofield in 
this matter. The two had a conference yes- 
terday in which the latter was assured of the 
Mayor’s coéperation. The Madden resolu- 
tion which the Council passed Monday night 
had a wholesome effect. The Mayor said 
concérning it yesterday afternoon: 

‘Tam heartily in sympathy with Ald. Mad- 
den in this matter. We let those contracts 
for the purpose of having the scavengér work 
done, and I am in favor of doing everything 
we can to bring it about, A clause in the con- 
tracts allows us to forfeit the instrument if 
the work is not properly performed and to do 
this work ourselves, charging the expense up 
to the contractor. This already has been done 
+ regard to the Thirty-second Ward contract. 
Where a contractor does not do the work I 
am in favor of forfeiting his agreement.“ 

So far as could be learned yesterday the 
Commissioner of Public Works will endeavor 
to comply with the Council’s order in finding 
what expense the city has borne in cleaning 
up wards where the scavenger forfeited his 
contract, If this is done there will be a shak- 
ing up among bondsmen. Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel Zeisler said yesterday the condi- 
tions of the bond held good for a period of 
ten years after date of execution, and he said 
no difficulty would be found in prosecuting 
the bondsmen of.delinquent contractors. 


Ald. Madden Means Business. 


Ald. Madden, in speaking of his resolutions, 
said: There is no reason why bondsmen 
should not be held to account when the con- 
tractors fail to perform the service agreed 
upon. If bondsmen are accepted merely as a 
matter of form it is time Chicago was finding 
it out. There is nd reason why the municipa!- 
ity should not enforce contracts in the same 
business-like manner that other corporations 
and private individuals do. 

There is no doubt that the alleys are dirty 
and that the scavengers are not keeping their 
agreement. | did not intro‘luce the resolutions 
until after complaints from a great many 
portions of the city Had been received. 
There ig no reason why the alleys should 
not be kept clean and why the con- 
tractor should not forfeit his agree- 
ment if he does not live up to it, 
Some of them claim that they are not receiv- 
ing money enough, To be candid, I think 
sume of them are not myself; but they were 
not forced to assume the contract. Bids were 
publicly advertised for, and it is not fair to 
taxpayers to let a contractor make an agree- 
ment on the supposition that he is going to be 
rmitted to shuffle out of doing the work. 
Ve can never begin any sooner or at a better 
time to demonstrate whether contracts and 
bonds mean anythi Ido not wish to be 
unfair to any one, and I do not have in mind 
the gratification of any other feeling than that 
the situation demands a calling of scavenger 
contractors to account, I am earnest in this 
and will continue in the stand I have taken. 
If these resolutions are enforced by proper 
city a the problem of clean alleys will 

solved.

If 
the ordinance is presented to the Council in 
ood faith the promoters oughtto be willing to 
ave it put in unobjectionable shape. Thiscould 
be done by provisions to the following effect: 

First--The privileges conferred by the ordi- 
nance are gran upon condition that the com- 
pany select a Board of Trustees acceptable to 
the City Council. Any action en by the com- 
pany without the consent or against the remon- 
strance of the Board of Trustees, if deemed of 
sufficient importance by the Council, shall be 
cause for the forfeiture of the privileges con- 
ferred by the ordinance: 

Second—The issue of bonds shall be limited to 
the actual amount of capital invested. The 
bonds shall be payable in twenty years, with the 
privilege of redemption ata premium of 5 per 
cent at any time after the lapse of five years. 

Third—No more than 7 per centof the actual 
original cash investment shall be paid out in 
any one year for interest on bonds and dividends 
on stock. 

Fourth—aAll of the net profits shall be paid over 
to the Board of Trustees, who shall invest the 
game in such manner as may be approved by the 
Council. 

Fifth—Strict examinations of all expenditures 
and earnings of the company are to be made by 
the Board of Trustees and to be reported to the 
Council. ; 

Sixth--The city shall have the right to acquire 
the ownership of the entire road at any time aft- 
er the expiration of twenty years upon payment 
to the company of the actual original invest- 
ment. The city shall have the right to direct the 
Board of Trustees to use the funds in their hands 
for the purpose of redeeming outstanding bonds 
of said company.
